tranſcrib'd at leaſt (ix Months thereof, being diſappointed in my 
expeftation of the receipt of the exatt motions of the Planets 
and Aſpects for this preſent year, from my loving Friend 
M* Guſtavus Parker of Sutron in Eſſex, who 7s now upon the 
calculation of twenty Years Ephemerides, commencing from 
1685. from the Caroline Tables (which are accounted the molt 
| exact extqnt © ) But abaut Bartholomewride laſt (or ſome lit- 
tle time after) hss occaſions calling him to London, he very 
bindly brought me an Ephemeris of the Celeſtial Motions and 
Aſpeds for this Year, calculated de novo from the afareſazd 
Caroline Tables of Mr. Tho. Streets, whzch 1 have here pre=

i J HE Art of Aſtrology is much ſtudied and pradtic'd 


in this our Age by. Perſons of various Qualities, 
throughout the' whole Kzngdom z and ſome Per- 


ſons by their long ſtudy, pains, and experience, have ar- 


rived tro a' conſiderable proficiency, {having a pregnanc 
'Genius for it) and thereby become Maſters therein, and 
conſequently Profeſſors thereof; others who are not ſo well 


+ qualified for the ſiudy perhaps, yer will artempr it alſo, 


'and after ſore ſmall progreſs made in the firſt Rudiments 
thereof, do confidently prerend to the greateſt perfe&ion 


- therein, and too often ro more than can be deduc'd from 


the pure Art it ſelf; and if fo, in reality they muſt needs 
-fall much ſhort of what they-profeſs. Hence ariſeth one 
great abuſe of ſo laudable and uſeful an Arr ; thus 'ris fre- 
quently brought into conrempr, and by reo many (that 
underſtand nothing thereof) decry'd, and undervalued as 
a meer piece of Foppery or Fallacy 3 and, fay they, there's 

nothing in it, &'— Yer Aſtrology in all Ages has had its 

Champions as well 4s its Antagoniſts and Oppoſers; and I 

preſume, ſo it will be in furure Ages, and therefore no new 

thing , for we know quot homines, tor ſentent;e, and truth- 

will ſhame the Devil. We all know there 15 no Art per- 

{c&, and the beſt of Men are ſubje& to Errours and Mi-

This Crztical Age 15:tgo0 inquiſitive after Novel- 
ties— and yet in every. Age God has been pleas'd to Illu- 
minate ſome Perſons above the reach of ather Morrtals, 
and fiull chere is a plus ultra behind —— And fo in the Arr 
of Alhology, (which in theſe. Days 1s too much abus'd and 
vilified by Ignorant Perſons) there is a certain Arcanun 
(almoſt) equivalent to ,Prophecy, and yer. fo diſtributed to 
Man by the Almzghty, that he cannor eaſily communicate 
his knowledge or conceptions therein to another 3 and 
in general Accidents of the World, the 4ftrologer ought ra- 
ther to- judge by the ſtrength of his own reaſon and ſenſe, 
ouided and directed by Art upon the Configurations of the 
Planets, than wholly to depend upon thoſe ill digeſted 
Apboriſms laid down by ſome Authors, which if not judi- 
cally applyed, very rarely are verified, and thereby the 
Art and Artiſt fall under cenſure— From thy ſelf and 
Science, ſaxh Ptolomy, A te &- ſcientia, Aphor. 1. For it 
cannot be, that he who #s skilful ſhould, pronounce the particu- 
lar forms of things, nor can the fancy undertake a particular, 
but a general. notion of thg ſenſible matter, in ſuch things we 
muſt uſe conjetture : None but thoſe indued with Divine Inſpi- 
74tz0n preartt particulars. Nany 
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Many (or moſt) of the Antagoniſts of Afirology ,: con- 
clude and believe that the Aſtrologers really believe and 


| maintain a Fatal Neceſſity , or that things contingent muſt 
| neceſſarily, and of neceſſity come to pals according to their 
\ Predifions, which is a very groſs miſtake, for we all own 


ſuch Cont3ngenczes ro be the Will and Pleaſure of the At- 
mighty; and there are hone, that I know of, that ever 


| denyed but thar ſuch Accidents in the World are the ct- 
feats of an All-ruling Providence, which ſeldom can be ſaid 


to a withour a ſecondary or natural Cauſe. £ 
If we. do but examine Hiftory (which is very copious 1n 
ſuch Precedents) therein we ſhall find the good or evil De- 
{tinizs of. ſome of the Worlds greateſt Perſonages; there you 
may read howCarters andCowberas have aſcended theThroze, 
when thoſe who are Princes born, have notwithftanding 
been forc'd to work and toy] to ger their Bread.z and thus 
it appears that every Kzngdom, City, and 11luſirious Family 


, (asalſo the very meaneſt) have moſt aſſuredly their pecus 


tar Fates, whch is the reaſon, that though many Perſons in 
ſeveral places of the World be born at the ſame time, and 
yer they are not born tothe ſame Fate and Fortune; for if ſo, 
there muſt have been more than one Auguſtus Ceſar,one Sci- 
pio,0neHannibal,or one Ulyſſes and Penilope,and ſo in others 
of what. degree ſoever— And never was there yet any 


| . Empire, Kingaom, State, or Great Set, had a beginning, 


bur they were uſhered in by formidable Congreſſes of the 
Celeſtial Bodies, or the appearance of New Stars or Comets 5 
and to confirm this, tis but looking back into Hiſtory, and 
we ſhall mect with examples ſufficient ro convince any 


' Man that is rational, thar ſuch things (ſb Dto) have their 


Originals from the Configurations of the Celeſizal Bodtes, or 
at leaſt are ſignified by them : Bur the greateſt Mutations 
that have ever happened in this our Terrene Globe , have al- 
ways followed, the Superior Planzts changing or fhifting. 
their Triplirities— And to confirm this, we find that un- 
der the Fiery Trigon, the Roman Empire was at its greateſt 
heighth 3 and no ſooner begau the Earthy Trigon, but the 
A4 Empare 
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Empire began to decline, and that chiefly from the Inroads 
of Barbarous Saturnine People 3 but when the Matry Trigon 
began nnder that crafty fignScor0-0,then lay this Empir: as it 
were gaſping ; alſo about the ſecond time of the Congreſs of 
theſe Planets Mahomet began his faral Se. And now fince the 
, fiery Trigon began again, which was by a Conjun(tion of theſe 
Planets in ten Degrees of Sagittary, Anno 1603. Whar 
ſtrange alrerations have there been in the World, which 
many Perſons now living well remember. We are now 
under the ſame Fzery Tripiicaty, and 1n particular the fa- 
mous Trzple Conjunftion of the Superiour Planets in the Re- 
gal Sign Zeo,which happened in the Years 1682, and 1683, 
fince which time we have had a moſt vzvlent Froſt, and at- 
ter that a dry Summer, and extremity of weather in its kind 
ro purpoſe, alſo many other matters have been cranſa&ed 
in Europe worth our Obfervation— And this is bur the 
beginning of what may be expeded within ſome few 
Years; for certainly this Conjundtzon will put forward vigo- 
rouſly whatſoever is ſignified by this Trigon ; and before 
irs Effects be over, I preſume it may be ſafely Con jeftured, 
that the Tiuwh:/h Empire ſhall be in 1ts wain and much de- 
clining, but he will firſt endeavour to vifit Italy, and in that 
attempt be ſhamefully repulſed, notwithſtanding all thoſe 
mountain Promiſes and Predzzons to the contrary, which 
the Grand Signior may ſee verified ad Grecas Calendas,'Tis 
time 1s the Parent of Truth, and muſt conſummate all 
things ; yer ro deal ſincerely, who cannot but admire the 
great Creator of all things, who hath ſo link'd EffeRs tq 
their Cauſes, thar any one that 1s truly ingenious, may in 
a natural way be able to diſcover ſeveralcontingencies which 
are to happen, not only in the World, bur alſo to particu« 
Jar Perlons. Ars vera eft, ſed pauci Artifices reperiuntur. 
And laſtly, thofe Perſons that are not ſatisfied with the Stu- 
dents in Aſtrology, but are pleaſed to banter them and the 
Art about the late Great Froſt ; I refer then to my Nuncius 
Pranius tor this Year, and fo proceed to the confideration

"F7HE winter Quarter commenceth December the 1o'® 

8* 29/ P.M. at which moment the Sun toucheth the 
irtt point of the cold Earthy Tropical Sign Capricorn, the 
Aſcendant at that time (in our Meridian of London , for 
which this Exphemerzs 1s compoſed) will be found about 
23 degrees of that Regal Sign Leo, and an eminent fixed 
Star of the firſt Magnitude (viz. Cor Leonzs) arifing there- 
with, the Mid-heaven preſents about 9 degrees of Taurus, 
and the Moon 1s in Qradrate Aſpe& with Saturn, and thence 
haſting ro the Benevolent JTrine of Fupiter, and Trine of 
Mars, and then to the Oppo/ztion of the Sun, ſo that a Full 
Moon immediartely follows the Suns Ingreſs into Capricorn, 
and many are the favourable and propitious Configurations 
of the Planets at or about that time, to which I way add, 
the 4ngles are all fixed and ruled by the Sun, Saturn, Mars, 
and Venus Hence (may rationally be conge&ured) fol- 
low very ſerious and deliberate Conſultations, with a ſer. 
ledquier ſeaſon (as to us) in general,and this to continue for 
the moſt part this ſubſequent winter Quarter,and yet we may 
hear of much variety (and probably contrariety) 1nthe judg.- 
ments and opinions of many knowing Men even 1n the 
greateſt Councils and Debates in ſeveral parts of Europe, and 
this more eſpecially rowards the cloſe of this Quarter. 

We know the Suzy and Saturn are generally accounted 
Planers of contrary Natures, and hence ſome old matters 
may be reviv'd and call'd in queſtion, which will promote 
Conroverſie, or at leaft a breach of Friendſhip amongſt 
Perſons of ſeveral Degrees and Qualities of both Sexes. Mars 
ryles the ninth Houſe; and the North 4nglealſo; Mars and 
V:nus are both in Detriment, and yet In Reception ; Religt- 
ous Perſons (or art leaſt ſuch as pretend thereunto) 1a ma- 
ny Places labgur under much diſcontent, and luffer for 
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their Judgments ſake (which fome term Conſcience) and 
frequently bemoan or condole each 'orhers Condition, bur 
cannor, or will not, eafily reform or conform, thar rhey 
may live ar Peace, and be- freed from ſuch troubles and 
Moleſtations 

Many Perſons alſo of our Engliſh Nation that fail long 
Voyages, tmeet with ftranpe Ob>ſtruftions art Sea, as much 
ſickneſs and mortality .ot Men in remore Parts and Cli- 
mates, and conſequently loſs ro rhe Merchants and Owners, 
or at beſt very flender returns to their grear dillatisfaction 
and trouble— Yet, I fay, as to our own Kingdom in 
general, we -remain in good order , and 1njoy much 
Peace and Tranquillity , which I pray God may long 
continye. 

Many famous Men of the Martial Order or Quality meet 
with great loſs, troubles, and difficulry in their Afﬀairs be- 
yond the Seas; and ſuch Perſons, that formerly by their 
Valour and Condu@ have gained much honour, do now 
retire, lye by, and deſpond——And thus we ſeethe World 
Is full of uncertainties and miſeries, of which we have ma- 
ny Examples. Hannibal the famous Carthaginzan Captain, 
or chief Commander, in the War againſt the Romans for 
ſixteen Years was very viforious, and gain'd much from 
them borh in Spain and 1taly ; yer after all his Honour and 
Grandeur was Conquer'd by $czpio, and 2s the Story goes, 
at Jaſt pur a period to his Life by Poyſon-— And thus 
we ſee, 


To atchieve great things, and conquer , looks libe Jove, 
It ſhews a reach of things that are above.

Thanks he to God he has as yer been pleas'd to preſerve 
us from any dangerous or conragious Diſtemper in England,

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By the Rudolphine Tables this Ingreſs will be about two 
Hours ſooner, and then the Cuſp of the 12th 'in this, will 
he the Aſcendant in that Scheme, and the reſt of the Hou- 
fes chang'd accordingly ; but the Planets Longitude are the 
fame in borh, as alſo rheir Aſpetts, which I ſhall chiefly 
regard but yer Tam of opinion,thar this Scheme of the Hea- 
yens Is neareſt yetity, and I could wiſh that ir had pro- 
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mis'd better than ir doth ; for the Moon (thar ſignifies the 
Common People) 1s unhappily afflifed by rhe Body of 
Saturn , and thence haftens to' an Oppoſition of the Sun. 
Mars is very potent with a viokent fixed Star of his own 
Nature, and darts his malttigus Qzadrate Aſpe ro Satwn 
and the Moon in the Angle of Honour and Dignity, as alfo 
he caſts the fame Ray to Yen and Mercyry, (at leaſt they 
are haſting to the faid Aſpe&ts as being the lighter Planets) 
which js very conſiderable 3 and hence we may expe to 
hear of many raſh acts among the People in general, who 
will, upon the leaſt occaſion, launch our into paſſion and 
great contention. Murtinies 1n many places Eaſtwards, Du- 
els, Law-ſuits, @&* quid non. A general repining art the 
A&ions of their Superiours, and no leſs complaint for wane 
of Trade. Many noted Perſons, that ſometimes lived in 
ſplendour, do now, nolens volens, Break , and turn Bank- 
rupts I am heartily ſorry I muſt be the Meſſenger of 
ſuch i!! News, but according to the Genuine Rules of Art, 
this Scheme portends no leſs, and who can make melodious 
Muſick upon an ill-cun'd Inftrument ? Beſides we are (with 
many other Kingdoms and Countries in Europe) yer under 
the influence or effeRs of the late Comets, and the Great 
Conjunftions of the Superiour Planets, which may,and doubt- 


| tefs will, have irsEffe&s more or leſs in'moſt parts of cheE.- 


ropean World, but more direful & feverely in ſome Kingdoms 


- and Nations than others: This famous Triple Conjunti;ou was 


celebrated in thar Regal Sign Lzo, and not far from a Regal 
fixed Srar of the firſt Magnitude, Cor Leonzs; it fell in 
Trine to England's Hovoſcope, Aries, and therefore we have 
reaſon to believe jr can leave no dangerous impreſſions upen 
our flouriſhing Iftand,and famous K;ngdom of England; this 
Conjunftion without doubt promotes Monarchy (the very 
beſt of cor—_ ro the Syperlative Degree z yec Kings 
themſelves are not free from care, according to that of 
Quaries (with whom I moſt heartily concur and join)

According to the Rules of 4frology, the Sun is the na- 
tural and proper fignificator or repreſenter of the Magi- 
fate, or thoſe Perſons that bear Rule and fit at the Helm 
of Government z and the Moon ever repreſents the vulgar 
ſort 3 now in regard the Moor is ſo conſiderably infortuna- 
ted and affliged as aforeſaid, this ſhews a great uneafineſs 
in the People in general, they arc full of complaints, and 
in many Places doubtleſs ſuffer much, as 10 Twrky, Hungary, 
Spain, Italy, Germazy, France, and in many other places 
of Europe, -as well as other parts of the World. * It may 
be farther obſerved in the Scheme, that the two Fortunes, 
7oue and Venus are in great Reception by Houſe, and 7u9i- 
ter diſpoſes of Mars for ar leaſt fix or ſeven Months toge- 
ther.io Sagittary, (where he meers with the Quadrate of 
Saturn no leſs than three times) and hence I judge that 
by the great Care, Policy, Prudence, and grave Wiſdoin 
of ſome juſt and pious Rulers ; this (probable) madneſs, 
folly, and extravagancy of the Rabble, or vulgar fort of 
People, will in a great meaſure be prevented, or at leaſt 
mitigated, and thereby - they, will be allur'd to reaſonable 


good Qrder and Conformity, and by this means Popular + 


Tumults and Confuſion prevented , or ſtifled, in many

So again in the r 5th year of King Henry the Erghth, v3.

Sithe 
neſs from July ro December in the City of London, * which 
ſwept away a great Number, both of Rich and Poor.

Reign, there was another Sweating-Sickneſs, both in Lon- 
don and all parts of England, and thence a very great mor- 
tality. 

Lafily in the 9th year of Queen Elizabeth, December 21, 
began a Froſt that by the 31th day, People paſt over the 
Thames frequently on Foot, ſome played at Foot-Bzll, and 
ſome ſhor at Pricks, as if it had been firm Ground, and 
yet by the 5th of Zanuary following, rhere was no 1ce to be 
ſcen, bur a great Inundation followed. This was 1h tlie year 
1565, and 1n the year 1563, there was a Confunttion of 
che Superiours in the ſign Cancer, of the watry Triplicity;
